DAWES FAVORS LOWDEN 
FOR PRESIDENTIAL NOMINEE 


That Is, Supposing Coolidge Does Not Run, 
He Says—Repeats That He Himself Is 
Not a Candidate.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 1.—Vite 


President Dawes repneated today at 
the White House that he was not 


a candidate for the Presidency and 
said he favored the nomination of 
Frank O. Lowden of. Illinois. 

The Vice President’s indors?- 
ment of Lowden was based on the 
assumption that Mr. Coolidge would 
decline renomination. 

Dawes reiterated his stand in ta- 
vor of changing the Senate rules 
to render filibustering impossibie. 

He declared himself in favor of 
majority cloture on all matters 
“since this is necessary for ihe 
majority to conduct its businéss.”’ 

“I favor, of course, the Norris 
amendment to the Constitution 
abolishing the short session of 
Congress,” he said. “If the amend- 
ment were adopted, the evils of 
fill ustering would be lessened but 
would not be destroyed.” 

Dawes said that he thought suf- 
ficient sentiment had developed 


among Senators themselves for a 
movement for the reform of the 
rules to start spontaneously among 
them,

PILSUDSKI SAYS LITHUNIA 
HAS MOBILIZED HER ARMY 


Poland's Decision Against Like Ac- 
tion Followed Night of Thought; 
Denied by Kovno.

WARSAW, Dec. 1.—On the eve 
of his departure for Geneva, where 
he will present the Polish viewpoint 


the Polish-Lithuanian contro- 
versy, Premier Pilsudski of Poland 
gave an interview to the Polish 
Telegraphic Agency, charging that 
Lithuania mobilized her army re- 
cently and that he himself, only 
after a night of deep thought, de- 
cided not to mobilize the Polish 
army in return,

disarmament as suggested by Rus- 

sia offers the only guarantee 

against war. 

Session Marked by British Dele- 
gates’ Ironical Speech. 

The Russian proposais, the rela- 
tions between France and Italy 
with regard to the Balkans and the 
Polish-Lithuanian controversy, al- 
thorzh not specifically before the 
security committee, all present 
problems uppermost in the minds 
of the delegates. 

Today’s session was marked by 
an ironical attack on Nicholas Po- 
litis of Greecetand other speakers 
by Lord Cushenden, the British 
delegate, for seeking to revive the 
old Geneva protocol which Britain 
rejeéted recently as impracticable 
and over-idealistic. 

“Certain things have been defi- 
nitely judged and it seems-useless 
to reopen the question how far ob- 
jectiqns to the Geneva _ protocol 
correspond to reality,” he said. 

Britain’s Attitude Stated. 

At the same time, Lord Cushen- 
den stated that Great Britain was 
ready, by every possible way in its 
power, to encourage and assist the 
promotion of disarmament, arbi- 
tration and security, but insisted 
that the security committee should 
get down to clear-cut propositions. 

Franco-Italo relations were much 
discussed in the lobbies of the hall, 
the delegates speculating ase to 
whether a meeting would be ar- 
ranged between Premier Mussolini 
and Foreign Minister Briand for a 
frank talk on Franco-ltalian rela- 
tions, whigh in some circles are 
giving cause for anxiety. Interest 
in this problem has been particu- 
larly aroused by Foreign Minister 
Briand’s speech before the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, in which he ana- 
lyzed France’a relations with her 
neighbors. 

Since Russia has made it known 
that she is in favor of cessation of 
the state of war between Lithuania 
and Poland, leaders here are voic- 
ing the hope that Premiers Walde- 
|maras of Lithuania and Pilsudski 
of Poland, both of whom are en 


and liquidate the Baltic 
peacefully. 

Benes Heads Security Body. 

Eduard Benes of Czecho-Slovakia 
was unanimously elected president 
of the new committee of security 
and arbitratioén. His name was 
proposed by Lord Cushenden at 
the opening of the meeting of the 
committee. 

The proposal was supported by 
Count von Bernstorff of Germany, 
Joseph Paul-Boncour of France 
and Politis. 

Benes was hailed by Lord Cush- 
enden, Count Von Bernstorff and 
Paul-Boncour as one of the great 
figures in League of Nations dis- 
armament efforts. 

Francisco Jose Urrutia, member 
of the League of Nations council 
for Columbia, and Osten Unden, 
former Swedish foreign minister, 
who took a striking part in the 
negotiations for the admission of 
Germany to the League and the 
reorganization \of the League coun- 
cil, were elected vice presidents. 

Benes summarized the league’s 
past activity in advancing inter-. 
national security. He said he con- 
ceived the committee’s role to be 
that of suggesting ways and means 
of promoting the feeling of secur- 
ity in Europe by regional pacts, if 
an international pact of guaran- 
tees becomes unrealizable. This 
might also be done, he continued, 
by drawing up the model treaty 
suggested by Dr. Fridtjof Nansen 
for the obligatory arbitration of all 
disputes, which would be open to 
the signature of all governments 

Return 4o Principles. 

“A return to the principles of 
Geneva” was the urgent appeal of 
Politidis, In a juridical dissection 
of the problem of international 
security, he held that success in 
disarmament absolutely depends on 
this. 

He proposed a study of the 
means of promoting arbitrati6n, 
the framing of a clear system for 
the designation of the aggressor 
state in time of international peril, 
and also a system by which penal- 
ties against the aggressor would 
Operate automatically and swifty. 

This work, he remarked, would 
inevitably involve a clearer and 
better definition of the articles of 
the League of Nations covenant 
in order to facilitate collaboration 
between league members in main- 
taining peace. 

Politis particularly emphasized 
the necessity of co-ordinating al! 
bilateral or regional accords and 
some delegates saw in this an allu- 
sion to the Italo-Albanian agroee- 
ment which some French opinion 
holds to be in conflict with the re- 
cent accord between France and 
Jugo-Slavia.

Federal Commission to Cut Off 
Part of 694 Now Operating 
in Coming Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Elimi- 
nation of possibly 300 of the pres- 
ent 694 broadcasting stations op- 
erating in the United States dur- 
ing the coming year has been de- 
cided upon by the Federal Radio 
Commission. 

Commissioner Sam Pickard, 
speaking for his associates on the 
Commission, deciared today that 
the wholesale reduction in the op- 
erating broadcasting stations had 
been decided upon as the only 
means of enabling full public utili- 
gation of radio possibilities. 

Members of the Commission, he 
said, had fully realized the neces- 
sity of such an action, but had 
deemed it necessary to delay the 
application of the Federal author- 
ity to the end desired until the law 
creating the body had been tested 
and until they had been able to 
make full observation of conditions 
in the radio field. He added that 
there had been sufficient court ac- 
tion upcn the law’s provisions to 
insure the Commission’s authority, 
while the continuous congestion in 
the radio field had demonstrated 
the necessity of the step. 

Pickard said that all outstanding 
broadcasting licenses expiring Dec. 
31 would be continued to Feb. 1.

GOV. BAKER PAYS 
POLITICAL DEBT IN 
NAMING BROWNLEE 


Brother of New State High- 
way Commissioner 
Helped to Block Prison 
**Cleanup.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1.—In 
the appointment today of R. S&S. 
Brownlee, a banker of Brookfield, 
Mo., to one of the two Democratic 
seats on the State Highway Com- 
mission as successor to Hugh 
Stephens of @fferson ‘City, Gov. 
Baker satisfied a grudge and at the 
same time paid a politicai debt. 

Stephens who, as vice chairman 
of the commission, has ranked ex- 
ceptionally high as a public of- 
ficial, was refused reappointment. 
A year ago he led the fight in the 
commission to prevent the carrying 
out of the Governor’s plan to inject 
politics into the department, and 
insisted that meritorious service in 
the department should be récog- 
nized by promotion, and not favor- 
itism to the Governor's persona! 
and political followers. 

In punishing Stephens the way 
was open to reward State Senator 
Walter Brownlee of Brookfield for 
his bolt of the Democratic caucus 
in the last Senate, a bolt which 
saved the job of the Governor's 
favorite appointee, Dr. Cortez En- 
loe, chairman of the State Prison 
Board. R. S&S. Brownlee is a brother 
of the Senator. 

Bolted Democratic Caucus: 

It will be recalled that a spe- 
cial investigating committee of 
the Senate, after an exhaustive in- 
quiry into conditions at the State 
penitentiary, reported to the Sen- 
ate that charges of gross misman- 
agement were shown by the evi- 
dence to have been fully justified, 
that some members of the Prison 
Board had “winked at graft,” and 
that all should be refused con- 
firmation by the Senate. 

The Democratic Senators by 
caucus action, agreed to support 
the report of the committee, but 
their action was nullified by seven 
Democratie Senators bolting the 

caucus, forming an alliance with 
the Republican Senators and con- 
firming Enloe and his associates 
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litically. The commission never 
had considered politics in appoint- 
ments. 

In filling these vacancies, how- 
ever, the Governor sought to take 
a hand, attempting to influence the 
commission to appoint H. H. Lotter 
of Jefferson City, a friend of the 
Governor, as chief engineer, and 
former Attorney-General Robert 
W. Otto, who had been defeated 
for Supreme Judge, as chief 
counsel. 

Defeated Governor’s Plan. 

Stephens insisted that men who 
had demonstrated their fitness in 
subordinate positions in the de- 
partment should be promoted to 
fill vacancies, and succeeded in de- 
feating the Governor’s plan. E. H. 
Cutler, a Republican, became chief 
engineer, and Leu C. Lozier, a Dem-

Russia’s Disarmament Plan 


Delegates of Other Nations Bewildered Yes- 
terday Until French Socialist Saved 


Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Dees 1.—The .Russian 


delegation'to the preparatory Dis- 
armament Commission yesterday 
offered to destroy her land, s2a 
and air forces, provided other na- 
tions would do the same. 


The stupendous proposal left 
the other delegates bewildered and 
gasping for an answer, but with 
the impression that Russia defin- 
itely had entered the peace fabric 
of Europe, However, the general 
impression, except possibly among 
the Russians, is that total disarma- 
ment is an ideaiistic dream for the 
| present at least. Nevertheless there 
is everywhere a disposition to give 
the soviet leaders fyll credit for 
their readiness to wipe out arma- 
ments. 

That the Russians themselves 
realize their plan to lay down all 
| arms and make even their manu- 
|facture impracticable was shown 
| in the opinion of many, by the 
'fact that they voiced their will- 
| ingness to negotiate in a. piece- 
meal form for the reduction of 
armaments if théir radical project 
proved too revolutionary and that 
they did not insist on immediate 
consideration in detail of their 
sweeping program. Such consid- 
eration was adjourned until the 
next session of the commission 
early in 1928. 

Furthermore, although contend- 
ing that complete disarmament is 
the best guarantee of security, the 
Russians, in a spirit of concilia- 
tion, agreed to send an observer 
to the special committee on secur- 
ity which was created yesterday. 


v. S. Not In Committee. 


The American delegation an- 
nounced it would be unable to ac- 
cept membership in the security 
committee, but would be happy to 
'give eareful consideration to its 
| recommendations when they reach 
the preparatory disarmament com- 
mission on which the United States 
will continue its membership. 

President Loudon of the com- 
mission then voiced the earnest 
hope that Washington, like Rus- 
sia, would send an observer. Hugh 
R. Wilson, head of the Americin 
delegation, agreed to consult the 
State Department in this regard. 

Count von  Bernstorff who 
backed the Russian plan without, 
however, committing himself to 
acceptance of complete disarm- 
ament, remarked that President 
Wilson in his 14 points had rec- 
ommended the wiping out of arm- 
aments, except those necessary to 
maintain order at home,

THE COUNTY BOND VOTE. | 


It was public indifference, and not opposition, that 
beat three of the four items in the St. Louis County 
bond election. The hospital item won with some. 
thing more than 100 votes to spare, but the roads 
item, which represented $10,000,000 of the proposed 
$12,750,000 issue, lost by less than 1000 votes. Less 
than 16,000 votes were cast, though the registration 
exceeds 48,000, and it was expected that fully 25,000 
residents of the county would vote. 

The county was not opposed to the bond issue, It 
was not interested to that extent. Only an intensive 
campaign and’ close organization can avail in such 
matters. The indifference to community needs is 
the same everywhere. There is only one way to 
overcome it, and that is to put the blower on. That 
is rather another matter than having a few public- 
spirited people fan a hopeful blaze with their hats, 
which was about what happened this time, 

At any rate, they won the hospital item and wisely 
plan to return to the battle at the August primaries 
next year. That is the proper spirit. There can be 
registered for that election all the new voters made 
available by the growth of the county since the last 
registration, It was probably a mistake to force the 
bond issue before those people could register, but 
after all a bond issue in the county is a matter of 
education in which there is always the first dis- 
couraging work to do no matter when it is begun. 

For the time being let us say that the county voted 
to build the hospital and put the other three bat- 
tered projects in it until a better day. 
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A PRECEDENT FOR CHOOSING. 

At least there is an excellent Republican precedent 
if President Coolidge should ultimately choose to run. 
After serving three years and six months of the un- 
expired McKinley term, and upon his re-election in 
November, 1904, President Roosevelt issued this state- 
ment from the White House: 

The wise custom which limits the President to 
two terms regards the substance and not the 
form, and under no circumstances will I be a can- 
date for or accept another nomination, 

In May, 1905, he sent to an Omaha paper this state- 
ment: 

You are authorized to state that I will not 
again be a candidate for the office of President 


of the United States. There are no strings to 
this statement. I mean it. 


In February, 1912, seven Republican state Gover- 
nors appealed to Roosevelt to accept the nomination. 
He replied: 

I will accept the nomination if it Is tendered to 


me and I will adhere to this decision until the 
convention has expressed its preference. 


The nomination not being tendered, he nominated 
himself through his Bull Moose organization. But 
President Coolidge would hardly choose to do that. 
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DON’T CHEER YET! 


The Federal Trade Commission announces that it 
will henceforth refrain, as much as possible, from 
horning into private businesses.

SOLDIERS, UNKNOWN AND KNOWN. 
From the New York Evening World. 
F we may judge by the formal demon- 
strations or exhibitions at the various 
graves of the Unknown Soldier in this coun- 


try, in England, France and elsewhere there 
is a deep sentimental regard for him. Some, 
who are cynical about these parade tributes, 
are prone to wonder why being an unknown 
soldier makes a soldier so much more sa- 
cred than one known~—one standing, say, 
on London streets asking alms. Perhaps 
the thing is a little overdone. 

We appear to have an unknown soldier 
here in New York; one not always wn- 
known. When this particular soldier 
braved the enemy bullets to save the Lost 
Battalion he was something of a hero. Just 
now he @ looking for a job to support his 
wife and family. Possibly too many salutes 
are wasted at the grave of the Unknown 
Soldier who cannot see or understand. Mar- 
be a few salutes for the living would serve 
as Well to show our “everlasting gratitude” 
to the bors who went across. 

There is nothing unusual in the negiect 
of the common soldiers of all the nations 
that fought a few years ago. It is the his- 
toric treatment. The soidiers of the revo- 
lution were utterly neglected and seldom 
mentioned in their lifetime. Mr. Wadsworth 
of Connecticut, annoyed by a plea in Con- 
gress in their behaif. declared that he was 
“sick and tired hearing about the common 
soldier.” But he remembered his existence 
when the soldier's seemingly worthiess pa- 
per was raised to par by legislation, and 
bought up his paper and reaped a fortune. 
Many patriots did that little trick. 

After the Civil War we heard—and still 
hear—much about the Nation's obligations 
to the bondholders, but the soldier eoniy 
figured when his vote was wanted.

Rise in Valuation. 

As to valuation. That figure has 
risen from $51,000,000, the base es- 
tablished in the franchise, to $165,- 
000,000!

The public 
had no way to refute the assertion. 
It only instanctively felt that the 
figure was too high—much too 
high.

000. Representatives of the Public 
Ownership League seized the oppor- 
tunity ‘to appear before the board 
and say: “If as the company has 
asserted, it has $165,000,000 of 
property, then why not make it pay 
taxes on that sum?’ 

“Oh,” was the deprecating an- 
swer of the railway attorney, “while 
that sum was invested, the property 
is not all there today.” Pressed to 
explain, the railways admitted that 
approximately $55,000,000 of prop- 
erty had disappeared as it became 
obsolete—the old cable cars and 
horse cars—the property that had 
fallen into disuse as the art of 
transportation advanced. 

The Price of “Dead Horses.” 
Since then the voters have  ex- 
pressed their refusal to pay for the 
“dead horses.’’ Mayor Dever pro- 
posed purchase in 1925. The pro- 
posal was snowed under because 
the city was obligated to pay the 
oy $165,000,000, ‘“‘dead horses” and 
all. 

The Lisman plan provides the 
same purchasd price. Advocates of 
municipal ownership are urging 
that it be accepted, nevertheless.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1,—Ad- 
ministration leaders fn . Congress 
have joined in an effort to keep 
Congress from overrunning what 
the Treasury regards as the safety 
line in tax reduction. Represen- 
tative Tilson, Republican leader 
in the House, yesterday supported 
the Treasury recommendation for 
a cut not in excess of $225,000,000, 
and Secretar; of the ‘Treasury 
|Mellon reiterated that this rep- 
resented the maximum reduction 
that could be made with ‘safety. 

While Tilson and Mellon made 
no specific reference to the reitera- 
tion by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States that a reduc- 
tion of $400,000,000 should . be 
authorized, both declared that it 
would be dangerous to exceed the 
limit set by the Treasury and fav- 
ored by the President. 

Melion said the corporation tax, 
now 13% per cent, was too high 
and should be reduced as soon as 
possible, even below the 11% per 
cent figure approved by the 
House Ways and Means Com mit- 
tee. The Treasury favors an im- 
mediate cut in the corporation 
rate to 12 per cent but Ifellon in- 
dicated that his department did 
not regard the forthcoming tax 
reduction as th last\to be rec- 
ommended. 

Tilson declared that with a pres- 
idential election only a year off 
and with every possible induce- 
ment before the party in power to 
curry popular favor, it amazed him

He was a very unlucky play- 
er and always lost more than he 
won at cards, but he kept on play- 
ing. 

In the second volume of this bi- 
ography, “George Washington, the 
Rebel and the Patriot,” published 
recently by William Morrow & Co., 
Rupert Hughes relates Washing- 
ton’s passion for this form of en- 
tertainment. 

“Washington's gambling was 
what he called his dancing, an 
‘agreeable and innocent amuse- 
ment,’”, he says. “Only a hopeless 
prig could blame him for it, wish 
to conceal it, or be scandalized at 
ts. mention of it.” 

Even during the busy sessions of 
the Virginia House of Burgesses, of 
Which Washington was a member 
ror many years, he played cards on 
almost every evening that he did 
not attend the theater or go out to 
dine. During the session in March, 
1772, he lost more than £39 in 12 
games, and won only £17 in the 
other five that he played, accord- 
ing to his ledger. 

Apparently Washington was 
worried over has bad luck, for he 
made a special study of his “card 
business” in a separate page of his 
ledger. He began the record on 
Jan. 1. 1775, having lost £78 and 
won £72 in the three-year period.

Busy stay-ins, invalids and children 
suffer most from a lack of sun- 
shine. Many of our homes are 
flooded with light, but the window 
glass commonly used keeps out the 
vital ultra-violet rays for they can- 
not. penetrate the glass. With 
knowledge of the supervalue of 
these rays, scientists have experi- 
mented with glass until they have 
discovered a medium through 
which the rays may come to us. 
It is aptly called “the glass of life," 
and the glass comes to us from En- 
gland. 

The new glass is being widely 
used in English schoolroom'  win- 
dows with the most successful re- 
sults in the betterment of the chil- 
dren's health. Hospitals, solariums 
and greenhouses are finding health 
for humanity and plant life under 
the glass windows and roofs. Out- 
doors is brought in to those who 
eannot go after its benefits. The 
very expensive quartz light has 
been used for the health window 
and curative lamps until this new- 
er glass became available. The 
value of sun baths has long been 
realized, but they are hard to ac- 
complish in winter. 

Those who are confined daily in 
offices. even if well lighted and 
heated. miss the peculiarly neces- 
sary part of the sunshine which 
cannot penetrate the plate glass 
windows ‘They are shut in in ev- 
ery sense of the word. They stand 
the loss for a while, but gradually 
show the lack in lessened vitality 
or worse conditions. People from 
hot climates forced to be indoors 
in our cooler countries do not 
thrive in our houses and young 
children become a prey to sickets. 

To those who are building 
homes, generally with little fami- 
lies whom they are planning to 
give the best of all health facili- 
ties, a consideration of the glazing 
of their windows with the “glass 
of life’ is recommended. The 
glass comes in the same sheets and 
looks to the naked eye like the or- 
dinary glass and it is used in the 
same ways. For roofs and win- 
dows exposed to the public gaze 
there is a so-called cathedral glass 
that is wavy and cannot be seen 
through readily.
